This tendency of these 
fallen spirits to congregate in one per­ 
son indicates the desire they have still 
to exercise the power originally given 
them, and used before the flood; 
namely, the power to materialize as 
men. Apparently the human will must 
in a measure consent before these evil 
spirits have power to take possession. 
Surely none would consent did he pos­ 
sess full knowledge of what be was 
doing, hut the eutertainmeut of evil 
thoughts, the practice of vicious hab­ 
its. seems to a considerable degree to 
break down the will aud give admit­ 
tance to these evil spirits.
